tical or philosophical, while others, 
like that ot the Bab, are not only blas- 
phemous to Iho last degree, but also 
opposed in lerms to the Government 
and all accepted social laws. It speaks 
well tor the liberality of the present 
Government of Persia that since the 
Babce.j ceased to conspire against the 
life- of the Shah, they should be allowed 
a libeity which results in a steady in- 
erea«e of their numbers. 
Their found- 


er, the Bab,who was kiileil in an insur- 
rection, accepted the claims of Moham- 
med, but lirst declared himself to bo 
the successor of Mohammed, and linal- 
ly proclaimed himself a manifestation 
of the Ueity in the flesh. The Babees 
believe in a community of wives, al- 
though this is not a universal practice 
among them; they likewise demand 
an equal division of property, which 
theory they fail to put into practice, as 
many of thorn are far wealthier than 
their brethren. 
It is estimated that 


the Babees number 400,000, a figure 
which is steadily increasing.—Ex-Min- 
ister Benjamin, in Independent.

Origin of the Ninety Dinleats Spoken *bjnthe

these 
.languages 
are 


divided into three classes — namely, the 
Jndo-Germamc, which embraces the 
ancient classical languages and those 
of modern Europe; the Sanscrit, which 
embraces all the various languages o 
India, and thoSemitic, which embraces 
the Hebrew, Chaldaie, Syriac, Arabic, 
etc. 


In regard to modern languages, it ia 


said that the Chinese is the most diffi- 
cult, the Italian the most soft, the 
Spanish the most pompous, the Frencl 
the most petite and passionate, and 
tbo English the most copious and ener- 
getic. 


In the English language the scien- 


tific terms are mostly derived from the 
Greek; 
the terms oi art 
from the 


French, Latin and Italian. 
In English 


the names of rivers and places are 
mostly taken from the Saxon lang- 
uage. In the English language the 
pronouns and adjectives are not variec 
on account of the gender, number and 
case of noun they represent or qualify, 
and hence, if they are not well collo- 
c^ited, obscurity "of meaning may 
be>

Erotn this and other causes in oui 


language the position of a word in u 
sentence admits of but little variety. 
Language is one of the strongest liga-< 
ments of nationality, and the indigen- 
ous lone and accent can be rarely ac 
quired by foreigners. — *V. Y. Herald.
